WASHINGTON (AP) - Tile 
Supreme Court approved today 
federal prosecution of t h r e e 
law officers and 14 other per­ 
sons in the 1964 slaying of three 
young civil rights workers near 
Philadelphia, Miss. 
Justice Abe Fortas delivered 
the unanimous decision. Justice 
Hugo L. Black noted that he 
concurred in the judgment. 
Fortas said the Mississippi 
case involved rights under the 
Constitution’s guarantee of due 
process of law. He said the high 
tribunal could not agree that 
the charges against the 14 in­ 
dividuals who were not law of­ 
ficers could be dismissed be­ 
cause they were nonofficial de­ 
fendants. 
In a companion case, 
the 
court revived federal charges in 
the slaying of Negro educator 
Lemuel Penn 
of 
Washington. 
D.C., 
who was killed on a 
Georgia highway in July 1964. 
Justice Potter 
Stewart 
de­ 
livered the court’s opinion in 
the Penn case. He said the right 
to interstate travel is a consti­ 
tutional right and federal law is 
properly brought into play when 
that right is denied. 
However, Stewart 
said, “a 
specific intent to interfere with 
the federal right 
must 
be 
proved, and at a trial the de­ 
fendants are entitled to a jury 
instruction 
phrased 
in 
those 
terms.” 
In the Penn case, felony in­ 
dictments were brought against 
six men. three of them members 
of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Four separate opinions were 
filed in the Penn case. Two in- 
voved partial dissents. One was 
written by Justice John M. Har­ 
lan and the other by Justice 
William J. Brennan Chief Jus­ 
tice Earl Warren and Justice 
William O. Douglas joined in 
Brennan’s opinion. The fourth 
opinion was by Justice Tom C. 
Clark, who was joined in the 
concurrence with the majority 
by Justices Black and Fortas.

THE SUPPORT of the Kent program by pe­ 
tition and letters from various organizations 
clearly indicated the community college pro­ 
gram as a substitute for Kent’s centers is not 
wanted by a great num ber of educators, civic 
leaders and a representative number of resi­ 
dents in many parts of the county. 
Furtherm ore. Dr. John Millett, chancellor of 
the board of regents, has revealed the final 
draft of the Ohio M aster Plan on Education - 
due before the board shortly — places a greater 
em phasis on state university branches, with cor­ 
responding restrictions on development of com ­ 
m unity colleges.

Indira Gandhi’s Visit 


Mrs. Indira Gandhi is the first woman head 
of government to visit the United States, just as 
she is the only First Lady in the world who 
rules her government as well as her home. 
But as an ardent fem inist, Mrs. Gandhi does 
not welcome this distinction Moreover, she has 
much m ore serious m atters to discuss. 


A vote of censure over the use of troops to 
quell hill uprisings was easily defeated in the 
New Delhi Parliam ent on M arch 8. but the un­ 
rest in West Rengal state continues. Food riots 
have rocked Calcutta and the state of Kerala. 
Mrs. G andhi’s own Congress party has been 
sullen and on occasion alm ost mutinuous. 


Thei-e domestic problems shape the aims of 
Mrs. G andhi's visit here After 14 years of much 
touted planning, the indian people cannot get 
their basic necessities - rice. wheat, and sug­ 
ar. for example 
in adequate quantities or at 
reasonable prices. 


THE INDUSTRIALIZATION program of Mrs. 
G andhi's father. .Jawaharla! Nehru, was con­ 
ducted at the sacrifice of agricultural develop­ 
ment. The illogic of this emphasis in a country 
where the population has virtually dounled in 
the last IO years or so is now being acutely 
sensed 


.American aid has ironically contributed to this 
im balance India consum es half as much of our 
annual wheat production as we do ourselves 
President Johnson now has determined that 
A m erican aid must not become so autom atic 
and unquestioned that India will feel relieved 
of its obligation to feed itself. 


The Washington talks between Prime Minister 
Gandhi and President Johnson of necessity will 
require the greatest sensitivity, tact and mu­ 
tual understanding 
The President is reported 
ready to ask Mrs. Gandhi to send a hospital 
unit to South Viet Nam or make some other 
token indication of support for the American po­ 
sition there With the Chinese dragon .snorting to 
the north. Mrs Gandhi is unlikely to receive the 
request hospitably. 


Yet the Indian prim e m inister is in no posi­ 
tion to be curt. When the India-Pakistan war 
broke out in Septem ber, the United States sus­ 
pended its $435 million-a-year program of eco­ 
nomic aid to India. Food aid was continued on 
the understandable basis that hunger is immune 
to reason. 


THE UNITED STATES and Britain also halt­ 
ed all arm s supplies to both countries and em- 
(f 


Dr Millett indicated community colleges will 
be used to answ er “ specific needs which can­ 
not be m et anyother way” — such as technical 
education in large urban centers.

Right To Pray 


By David Lawrence 


Dirksen Initiates New Action 


Freedom to pray is a right which the fram er* 
of the Constitution never thought would be chal­ 
lenged. For they inserted in the First Amend­ 
ment. a declaration that Congress shall not make 
any law “prohibiting the free 
exercise” of religion. 
Due to misunderstandings — 
if not mistakes in interpreting 
the Constitution — the right 
pray has been interfered with 
by the courts. They have an­ 
nounced, in effect, that direct­ 
ed prayer is prohibited in pub­ 
lic schools and other institu­ 
tions 
which 
receive 
support 
from government f----- 
Now a new constitutional am endm ent has been 
introduced by Sen Everett Dirksen. R-III.. and. 
although he is the Republican leader of the Sen­ 
ate, his proposal has been endorsed by many 
Dem ocrats as well as Republicans. The Illinois 
senator declared in a speech to the Senate that 
he does not seek “ to reverse the Suprem e Court’’ 
or “to repeal the First Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution.” He says that he m erely is advocating 
a “clarification so that these decisions and their 
possible implications will not hover over every 
teacher, every principal and every educator in 
the land as well as over the school boards and 
authorities who are charged with adm inistering 
our public educational system .” 


MR. DIRKSEN POINTS OUT thai what the 
three principal decisions of the Suprem e Court 
in recent years have really banned is a prayer 
which was composed by school authorities or a 
prayer whose recitation is directed to be made 
during school hours 


The whole discussion 
turns, 
therefore, 
on 
whether the government itself is dictating that 
a prayer shall be said or whether the students 
are to oe permitted of their own volition to re­ 
cite any prayer they wish. 


The controversy arose when the Suprem e Court 
ruled in 1962 that it was unconstitutional for 
New York State to perm it its own state school 
board to compose prayers and order them re 
cited aloud in the presence of a teacher From 
that time on, there has been confusion as to 
what could or could not be done. Sen. Dirksen's 
proposed amendm ent to the Constitution reads 
as follows: 


“ Nothing contained in this Constitution shall 
prohibit the authority adm inistering any school, 
school system, educational institution or other 
public building supported in whole or in part 
through the expenditure of public funds from pro­ 
viding for or perm itting the voluntary participa 
tion by students or others in prayer 
Nothing 
contained in this article shall authorize any such 
authority to prescribe the form or content of any 
p ray er.” 


SEN. DIRKSEN says that m any public-opinion 
polls show that a m ajority of the people dis­ 
agree with what the court has ruled thus far 
and points out that m ore than 150 resolutions on 
the subject have been introduced in both houses 
of Congress by m em bers of both parties. He 
declares also that “ a king-sized protest through­ 
out the land" brought this about. 


Mr. 
Dirksen 
describes 
his 
amendm ent 
a* 
follows: 
“ It's voluntary. It’s perm issive It places the 
responsibility upon local school authorities 
It 
gives no authority to an official body to dictate 
the form or content of a prayer. Such authority 
m ay provide for or perm it voluntary participa­ 
tion only. And that is the whole of it . . . 
"T he really alert hours—perhaps six or seven 
—are spent in school These are the formative 
years for 50 million youngsters These are the 
hours when the habit of prayer can best be nur­ 
tured. Prayer is the road map to God. It should 
become the greatest adventure for young minds 
Each must find the way for himself This takes 
some doing—the development of right habits, the 
building of spiritual muscle. This can come only 
from practice and rehearsal day after day when 
young minds are alert " 


IT’S BEING ASSUMED that parent of the 
pupils would agree on the nature of the prayers 
and on whether their children should attend the 
prayer period , Indeed, the prayers which have 
been used in the past have been simple and. in 
the main, non-controversial, as they have not 
dealt with sectarian philosophies. 
If the parents wish their children to engage in 
silent prayer or to read a prayer aloud during 
the few minutes set aside every day for this 
purpose, the question now is whether any inter­ 
ference by the courts or by public authorities 
would not constitute a violation of the Constitu­ 
tion. which says that the "free exercise” of re­ 
ligion must not be impaired

Demopoulos, a CSC pathologist 
By two methods, he has tried 
to cut down on the amount of 
this vital chemical available to 
the tumor, and it has resulted in 
shrinking cancers in some 80 
per cent of his patients. 
It requires, however, a strin­ 
gent diet to eliminate a basic 
ammo acid that is found in the 
protein of meat. milk, eggs and 
other foods. In fact, patients are 
often reduced to eating a pow 
der-like combination of selected 
materials, 
plus 
certain 
fruits 
and vegetables. 
In an alternative method, a 
drug is used to pull copper out 
of the system, further cutting 
down on the chemical energy 
available to the tumor. Demop­ 
oulos told the American Cancer 
Society’s eighth annual Science 
Writer's Seminar. 
The 
treatment 
has 
several 
drawbacks. The diet is difficult 
and unpleasant. It takes two 
months of the drug treatment to 
wring the copper out of the sys­ 
tem — a relatively long period 
when the patient is suffering 


from such a wild growing can­ 
cer. 
Of the 
first 
eight 
patients 
treated with the diet, Demopou­ 
los said, three could not stay 
with it. The other five died of 
cerebral 
hesriorrhages 
when 
seeds of their cancers apparent­ 
ly broke blood vessels in their 
brains. However, in all cases, 
doctors found at autopsy that 
the cancers showed signs of re­ 
gressing 
In 22 later patients, results 
have been better, but the re­ 
search program has been under 
way only 2 4 years 
While a few cancers have re­ 
gressed completely. Demopou­ 
los said, most patients showed 
an arrested disease and had to 
remain under treatment.

Tips Are Offered 
On Foam Rubber 


Question: I am about to make 
some decorative throw pillows, 
using foam rubber inside t h e 
fabric. I made one of these a 
few years ago and remember 
that I glued together two pieces 
of the rubber in order to get 
the required size and shape but 
I cannot recall what kind of glue 
I used. Can you help me° 
Answer 
Latex foam rubber 
can be cemented with the kind 
of 
rubber 
fabricating cement 
that is used in many offices. 
To get a secure bond, it is 
important that both surfaces be 
coated with the cement—a n d 
that each .surface can be given 
two coats However, it may be 
that no cementing at all will be 
required A relatively new kind 
of foam rubber called pincore 
foam has holes running through 
It and comes in thicknesses up 
to 6". It comes flat or crowned 
and In different degrees of den­ 
sity. 
Thus, it is possible to get the 
kind and size of foam rubber 
you want in a single piece, with 
nothing else needed except a 
decorative covering. You did not 
say what type of covering you 
plan on using 
A word of caution. If y o u 
use a plastic material, be sure 
it has a fabric backing. Some 
types of plastic become s t i f f 
and brittle when in direct con­ 
tact with latex foam rubber.

ANSWER: In England of earlier days, men over 16 stood 
‘ watch and ward” duty in their communities, acting as police 
for public protection This system was brought to America bv 
the early colonists. At first the men served without pay. hut in 
1838 Boston organized a paid forrp of six men to guard the 
city through the day. In 1844. an 800-man police force was set 
up in New York City. Other cities soon followed suit with 
similar police departments. 
These first policemen wore large copper stars as distin­ 
guishing marks. It is believed that policemen were called 
' coppers'' or “ cops" because of these stars Another theory 
about the origin of the policeman’s nickname is that it came 
form the initial letters C. 0. P. which stood for “ constable 
on patrol ". 


There is no central agency which controls the police .system 
in the United States as there is in most European countries. 
We have local police forces for our cities, towns and villages, 
county police, headed by a sheriff or chief of police; and 
state police. Then there is a federal police agency whose mem­ 
bers track down people who violate federal laws. These 
agencies cooperate closely together
